Railroads, in an able and pointed speech. He 
urged a compromise between both parties. 

Col. A’ 8. Colyar made a pertinent and sensible 
speech, demonstrating the community of intercsts 
of Railroads and Coal Miners. He sald that both 
would make more money by shipping large quan- 
tities ef coal at small profits, than small quanti- 
ties at large profits. 

Mr. Hazelton of the Etna, spoke of Georgia as 
pre-eminently a manufacturing State, and the 
importance of cheap coal to the development of 
manufacturing. Mr. Leroy Drewry, General 
Agent of several English lines of steamers, thea 
addressed the Convention in behalf of establish- 
lishing a coal depot at Brunswick. He had ex- 
amined the harbor of Brunswick and it was the 
finest he had seen. Vessels of any draft could 
come up to it any season of the year without fear 
of disease. It would lead to building up a return 
trade. Col. Hulbert en‘torsed the suggestion. and 
expressed his willingness to reduce the freight on 
coal to the cost of transportion. 

R C. Robson suggested that the coal cars might 
be used to bring lumber here on their return. 
Gen. Gordon stated that there was a great decal 
of lumber at Brunswick which ooald be purchas- 
ed at a low price, which might be brought here. 
Capt. A. J. White said that the Macon and West- 
ern Road would furnish cars to supply all the 
points along that road. This announcement met 
with hearty applause. 

Col. L. P. Grant and 8. K. Johnson pledged 
themselves for their respective roads, to do all 
they could to supply cars for the trade. 

Col. Colyar stated that Col. E. W. Cole, of the 
Nashville and Chattanooga Railroad, would put 
on fifty coal cars. 

Between 350 and 490 cars are needed for the 
trade. There are only about 150 now in use.

States, according to the provisions of this 
uct; that when the members so elected to 
the Senate and House of Representatives 
shall be convened, every member and 
every person claiming to de elected asa 
member of the Senate or House of Repre- 
sentatives, shall, in addition to taking the 
oath required by the Constitution of Geor- 
gia, also take and subscribe to and file in 
the office of Secretary of the State of 
Georgia, one of the following oaths or af- 
firmations, namely: 

“IT do solemnly swear or affirm, that I 
have never held the office or exercised the 
duties of Senator or Representative in 
Congress, nor been a member of the Legis- 
lature in any State of the United States, 
nor held any civil office created by law for 
the administration of any general law of 
a State, or for the administration of justice 
in any State, or under the laws of the 
United States, nor held any office in the | 
military or navalservice of the United 
States, and thereafter engaged in insurrec- 
tion or rebellion against the United States, 
or gave aid or comfort to its enemies, or 
rendered to, except in consequence of di- 
rect physical force—any support or aid to 
any insurrection or rebellion against the 
United States, nor held any office under, or 
given any support to any Government act- 
ing in hostility to the United States, or 
levying war against the United States, so 
help me God, on pains and penalties of 
erjury, as the case may be;” or the fol- 
owing Oath or affirmation, namely: “1 do 
solemnly swear, or affirm, that I have been 
relieved by an act of Congress, from m 
disability, as provided by the Fourteent 
Amendment, so help me God, oron pains 
and penalties of perjury, as the case may 
be.” Which oath or affirmation when so 
filed, shall be entered upon the record by 
the Secretary of the State of Georgia. 
Said oath or affirmation, ora copy of the 
record thereof duly certified by said Secre- 
tary of State, shall be evidence in all Courts 
and places. 

Every person claiming to be so elect- 
ed, who shall refuse, decline or neglect or 
be, unable to take one of said oaths or af- 
firmations, shall not be admitted to a seat 
in the Senate or House of Representatives, 
That if any person, claiming himself to 
be elected to the Senate or House of Rep- 
resentatives, shall falsely take either of 
said oaths, he shall be deemed guilty of 
perjury, and suffer the pains and penalties 
thereof, and may be tried therefor by the 
Circuit Court of the United States for the 
District of Georgia, in which district the 
crime may be committed. The jurisdic- 
tion of said court shall be sole and exclu- 
sive for the purposes aforesaid. 

That persons elected and entitled to com- 
pose such Legislature, who shall comply 
with the provisions of this act, shall there- 
upon proceed to re-organize the Senate 
and House by the election of proper offi- 
cers. 

That if any person shall by force, vio- 
lence or fraud, wilfully hinder or interrupt 
any person elected from taking either of 
the oaths or affirmations prescribed, or 
from participating in the Senate or House 
of Representatives, after having taken one 
of said oaths or affirmations and otherwise 
complied with this act, he shall be deemed 
guilty of felony, may be tried therefor by 
the Circuit or District Court of the United 
States for District of Georgia, in which the 
offense is committed, and shall be punish- 
ed by imprisonment at hard labor for not 
less than two, nor more than ten years, and 
the jurisdiction shail be sole and exclu- 


sive. 

That it is hereby declared that the ex- 

clusion of any person elected as aforesaid 
and being otherwise terme? mete from parti- 
cipation in the p ings in the Senate or 
House, upon ground of race, color or pre- 
vious condition or servitude, would be 
illegal aud revolutionary, and is hereby 
prohibited. 
That upon the application of the Gover- 
nor of Georgia, the President of the United 
States shall employ such military or naval 
forces of the United States as may be 
necessary to enforce and execute the pre- 
ceeding provisions Of this act. | 

That the Legislature shall ratify the 15th 
Amendment to the Constitution 
of the United States before the Senators 
and popresensssess from Georgia are ad- 
mitted to seats in Congress.
